A REAL ALLIANCE 


The New York Tribune is still re­ 
garded as one of the principal repub­ 
lican papers and its opinions concern­ 
ing the significance of the Harding ad­ 
ministration’s moves must have a cer­ 
tain amount of weight. 
Its comments 
upon the administration’s action in ac­ 
cepting the Allies’ invitation to take 
part in the Allied conferences seem 
hardly 
likely to promote 
party har­ 
mony. 
Among other things, the Trib­ 
une says: 
“President Wilson took us out of 
world fellowship— brought to an end 
a relationship which was tantamount 
to an alliance with the principal dem­ 
ocratic nations. 
President Harding 
puts us back in and in effect restores 
the aghanee for the purposes for which 
it was formed. The isolation policy of 
the administration that went out of 
power on March 4 is reversed, funda­ 
mentally reversed. This nation is once 
more keeping step to the music of the 
world union. Such light as it has again 
shines for the common benefit of man­ 
kind.” 
Of course the statement that it was 
President Wilson who “took us out of 
world fellowship” is sheer nonsense 
and pure politics, but there is some­ 
thing in what the Tribune says about 
President Harding putting us back in­ 
to an alliance. 
The 
combination 
of 
nations, of which the Supreme Coun­ 
cil is the mouthpiece and the foreign 
policies of which the Supreme Council 
formulates and controls, is an alliance. 
The League of Nations, 
into 
which 
President Wilson desired to put the 
United States, would not have been an 
alliance, since it was designed to em­ 
brace ultimately all the nations of the 
world. 
Yet the fact that the League seem­ 
ed to some people to be a sort of alli­ 
ance was the main reason why its op­ 
ponents were able to defeat it. They 
worked on the traditional American 
dislike of alliances and, with the aid 
of misrepresentation 
and 
exaggera­ 
tion, turned a good 
many 
people 
against it. 
Now there is no doubt at 
all that the engagement to which the 
Harding administration has commit­ 
ted us comes very much nearer to put­ 
ting us into a real alliance than the 
Wilson plan would have done, and the 
Tribune 
admits 
this 
completely in 
what it says about the significance of 
the administration’s step. 
In thus using and emphasizing the 
word alliance the Tribune does the ad­ 
ministration a disservice. 
It is in fa­ 
vor of the alliance, but there are a 
great many republicans who are not, 
and they are likely to be heard from 
as the meaning of what the adminis­ 
tration has 
done 
becomes * clearer. 
Most of the advocates of the League 
idea are glad that the administration 
has done what it has

they think that this alliance into which

tilings belonging to another, and of 
drawing from them all the profit and 
advantage they will produce without 
destroying or wasting their substance. 
One title of the civil code of the 
province of Quebec deals with usu­ 
fruct. 
This right may be established 
by law* or by the will of man. A sim­ 
ple example w’ould be th is: *A person 
wills the ownership of a farm to a 
son, but the usufruct to a brother for 
his lifetime. 
The brother enters at 
once upon the enjoyment of his usu­ 
fruct and is called the usufructuary. 
He cultivates the farm and takes the 
revenue, subject to the obligation of 
making ordinary repairs.
